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UN rights council passes 
'historic' gay rights bill 


GENEVA, Switzerland (AFP) 
- The UN Human Rights 
Council passed a historic re¬ 
solution yesterday that seeks 
equal rights for everyone re¬ 
gardless of their sexual orien¬ 
tation, marking progress for 
gay rights despite strong Arab 
and African opposition. 

The resolution was passed 
narrowly with 23 votes in 
favour, 19 against and three 
abstentions, after an emotional 
debate that saw African states 
accusing South Africa of 
breaking ranks with the region 
and siding with the West after 
it introduced the issue. 

Presenting the text, South 
Africa’s ambassador Jerry 
Matthews Matjila said that ”no 
one should be subject to dis¬ 
crimination or violence due to 
sexual orientation or gender 
identity.” 

It also stressed that the re¬ 
solution "does not seek to im- 
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pose values on states, but 
seeks to initiate dialogue” on 
the issue. 

However, Arab and African 
states were strongly opposed, 
with countries of the Organi¬ 
sation of the Islamic Confe¬ 
rence demanding a vote. 

"OIC states are deeply con¬ 
cerned by the ... resolution that 
intends to discuss very contro¬ 
versial notions that are on se¬ 
xual orientation,” said Pakis¬ 
tan on behalf of the OIC. 

The OIC is "seriously con¬ 
cerned at the attempt to intro¬ 
duce to the UN some notion 
that has no legal foundations 
in any international human 
rights instruments.” 

"We are even more dis¬ 
turbed on the attempt to focus 
on certain persons on the 
grounds of their sexual interest 
and behaviour,” the bloc 
added. 

Nigeria, speaking on be¬ 
half of the African group, 
meanwhile attacked South 
Africa for its stance. 

Nigeria's envoy Osita- 
dinma Anaedu said that by 
taking the issue forward with¬ 
out obtaining consensus with 
the rest of African states, 
South Africa was "breaking 
the tradition of African group.” 

But yesterday's move was 
hailed as historic by other 
states including Argentina and 
the United States as well as by 
rights activists. 

Ahead of the vote, 
Amnesty International's UN 
representative Peter Splinter 
told AFP that the resolution 
was "very significant to les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual and trans¬ 
gender individuals in their 
struggle towards the full en¬ 
joyment of their human rights 
that such violations of their 
human rights are recognised at 
this high level.” 

Homosexuality is still ille¬ 
gal in 76 countries, according 
to Amnesty.

to obtain the necessary docu¬ 
ment for students to go to 
school or abroad for their fur¬ 
ther studies. 

For all other services citi¬ 
zens must go to the Census 
Bureau during normal office 
hours. 

The additional service is 
because of the approaching 


summer vacation when youth 
have to register for school on 
Aruba and many students will 
go abroad for their studies. 

Staff and personnel of the 
Census Bureau kindly ask 
everyone to take good notice 
of this and to NOT come to the 
Census Bureau on Saturdays 
for other services.

Over 400 
hundred persons were re¬ 
gistered with many more un¬ 
registered. Citizens of the 
barrio came together to ex¬ 
change ideas and thoughts 
with the ministers of govern¬ 
ment, and to raise important 
questions, and to voice their 
concerns. 

The Ministers responded 
to many questions related to 
the barrio, as well as issues 
relating to their particular 
ministry. Minister Sievinger 
responded to questions con¬ 
cerning the law of expulsion, 
the issuing of land and gov¬ 
ernment housing.

The matter of unemploy¬ 
ment was also a concern for 


many of the participants. He 
explained the new role of the 
Job Center and how they are 
working to help as many peo¬ 
ple as possible to find suit¬ 
able employment. 

The evening was a success 
in every sense and it is obvi¬ 
ous that this concept of meet¬ 
ings in the barrios is well 
received by all. Shortly they 
will announce where and 
when the next Town Hall 
Meeting will take place. Plan 
to be there your self.

PFTSA reminds employer and employees of new compulsorily 
supplemental pension fund law 


Sanaa Baroud, Executive Di¬ 
rector of the Pension Fund of 
Tourism Sector Aruba, 
PFTSA, was joined by board 
member Ton Kolman in re¬ 
minding company owners and 
their employees of the recently 


passed legislation requiring all 
employees to be part of a pen¬ 
sion fund that will provide sup¬ 
plemental income beyond the 
national social security plan, 
when they reach retirement 
age of 60. 


The law goes into effect on 
January 1, 2012, and emplo¬ 
yers have this time to investi¬ 
gate various supplemental 
pension plans on the island, 
urging them to investigate the 
advantage of joining the 25 
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PFTSA Executive Director Sanaa Baroud and board mem¬ 
ber Ton Kolman 


companies and over 2,200 em¬ 
ployees that subscribe to their 
program. 

“PFTSA was founded in 
1992 on the initiative of 
AHATA and the FTA, as they 
both shared the same vision for 
the need to create a pension 
plan which would provide 
workers in the tourism industry 
with additional income after 
retirement on top of the ge¬ 
neral old age pension provided 
by the government,” explained 
Ms. Baroud. “However, we are 
not limited to only the tourism 
sector in the companies that 
can subscribe to our plan.” 

The regulatory body for the 
pension fund industry is the 
Central Bank of Aruba. 
PFTSA is a foundation pension 
fund as described in the State 
Ordinance for Company Pen¬ 
sion Funds SOCPF (in Dutch; 
Landsverordening Ondemem- 
ingspensioenfondsen LOP). 
The SOCPF rules over the 
character, contents, regulation, 
reporting and form of pension 
funds, with its main objective 
to protect the participant’s in¬ 
terests. 

PFTSA is ruled by a board 
consisting of an equal amount 
of representatives of employers 
participants. The board in¬ 
cludes an impartial chairman, 
which at present is Jossy Lacle, 
former Director of W.E.B. 


Participants in the PFTSA 
pension plan receive a dedi¬ 
cated password to access on¬ 
line full and timely information 
of their account. The monthly 
contribution is flexible, with a 
minimum of 6%; 3 % deducted 
from the employee’s pay, the 
other 3% the company’s contri¬ 
bution. The employee can elect 
for an optional contribution of 
9% maximum, and a 2% 
retroactive contribution, all 
contributions are non-taxable. 
Upon reaching retirement age, 
participants can elect to take 
their pension as a lump sum, or 
to have in paid in increments of 
their choosing. Individuals 
cannot subscribe to the 
PFTSA; their employers must 
join as a company, however, a 
registered company can consist 
of only 1 or 2 people. 

PFTSA participants are also 
eligible to apply for a low-in¬ 
terest rate mortgages, (7.5%) 
one of the investment programs 
of the fund, which only partic¬ 
ipates in very secure and non- 
speculative investments, such 
as government bonds, time de¬ 
posits, and construction.

Gamers gripping 
handheld controls 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Even though motion-sensing 
videogame controllers are all 
the rage, sometimes a player 
prefers a Batarang for bash¬ 
ing bad guys. 

Accessory titan Power A is 
seeing keen interest in a con¬ 
sole controller it designed 
similar to a throwing weapon 
in the arsenal of DC Comics 
crime fighter Batman even 
though it doesn't hit the mar¬ 
ket until later this year. 

Batarang controllers timed 
to hit with the release later 
this year of a sequel to 
Warner Brothers blockbuster 
Batman videogame will join 
a strong-selling array if ac¬ 
cessories are created by the 
US-based firm. 

"I don't see videogames ever 
going to a point where people 
aren't going to want to pick up 
a controller and shoot and 
punch and do things of that na¬ 
ture," Power A divisional vice 
president of product develop¬ 
ment John Moore told AFP. 

"I don't think they are 
going away... They are here 
to stay." 

Nintendo is credited with 
opening the world of 
videogames to moms, seniors 
and other "casual gamers" 
with the launch of the Wii 
console in 2006. 

Microsoft built on the 
trend last year by adding ges¬ 
ture and voice controls to 
Xbox 360 consoles with 
Kinect, and Sony released a 
motion-sensing Move acces¬ 
sory for PlayStation 3 (PS3). 

Motion controls are a hit, 
with millions of Kinect and 
Move devices being snapped 
up by a broadening audience 
of gamers. 

Many of those "casual" 
players will be lured to titles 
calling for toggles, buttons 
and other features on tradi¬ 
tional controllers, according 


to Moore. 

"Kinect is awesome be¬ 
cause it brought people into 
gaming who wouldn't neces¬ 
sarily consider gaming be¬ 
fore," Moore said. 

And as consoles get more 
sophisticated, and multi¬ 
player games more popular, 
the number of people playing 
simultaneously should climb 
— driving up the demand for 
controllers. 

With tens of millions of 
consoles in homes around the 
world, the market for replace¬ 
ment, spare or vanity con¬ 
trollers is enticing for makers 
of videogame accessories. 

"The controller market is 
absolutely huge," Moore 
said. 

Power A makes miniature 
controllers; versions of the 
gadgets based on Lego 
videogames, and even mod¬ 
els with built in fans to cool 
hands grown hot from hours 
of playing intense shooter ti¬ 
tles such as "Call of Duty." 

The Batarang controller 
sprang from a relationship 
with Warner Brothers, and 
Moore's love of the first Bat¬ 
man videogame, which he 
admitted to playing through 
several times. 

Washington state-based 
Power A was among myriad 
accessory makers showing 
off new creations and form¬ 
ing alliances at a recent Elec¬ 
tronic Entertainment Expo in 
Los Angeles. 

Plantronics and Turtle 
Beach were in the ranks of 
companies that showcased 
headsets that immerse players 
in rich sound while allowing 
them to chat with opponents 
or allies in online games. 

Turtle Beach billed its 
new Ear Force PX5 model 
priced at $250 as the most ad¬ 
vanced headset for Xbox 360 
or PS3 consoles.

First patients enroll in US stem 
cell trials on blindness 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
first clinical trials that exam¬ 
ine the use of stem cells to 
treat two forms of blindness 
are ready to begin now that 
patients have been enrolled, a 
US company announced on 
Thursday. 

A total of 24 patients have 
entered two separate trials at 
an eye institute in California, 
said representatives from the 
Massachusetts-based Ad¬ 
vanced Cell Technology. 

ACT was cleared by the 
US Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration several months ago to 
begin clinical trials of human 
embryonic stem cells to treat 
a form of juvenile blindness 
known as Stargardt’s disease 
and dry age-related macular 
degeneration. 

Now that patients have 
been enrolled, the trials will

Microsoft this past week 
warned that hackers posing as 
members of the software titan’s 
support or research teams are 
calling people to trick them 
into installing viruses, reveal¬ 
ing passwords, or disclosing 
credit card numbers. 


begin "in the very near fu¬ 
ture," a company spokes¬ 
woman said. 

The trials aim to check the 
safety of the treatment before 
moving on to see whether the 
therapy can help stop vision 
loss. 

“These trials mark a sig¬ 
nificant step toward address¬ 
ing what is one of the largest 
unmet medical needs of our 
time, treatments for other¬ 
wise untreatable and com¬ 
mon forms of legal 
blindness," said lead investi¬ 
gator Steven Schwartz at 
University of California Los 
Angeles Jules Stein Eye In¬ 
stitute. 

Dry age-related macular de¬ 
generation is the most com¬ 


mon form of irreversible vision 
loss in people over age 55. 

There is currently no cure 
for the disease, which affects 
around 10-15 million Ameri¬ 
cans and another 10 million 
people in Europe, the com¬ 
pany said. 

Stargardt's disease causes 
blindness by destroying the 
pigmented layer of the retina, 
called the retinal pigment ep¬ 
ithelium (RPE). After that 
follows degradation of pho¬ 
toreceptors, which are cells in 
the retina that detect light. 

Patients often experience 
blurry vision, difficulty see¬ 
ing in low-light and eventu¬ 
ally most lose their ability to 
see at all. The disease can be 
inherited by a child when two 
parents carry the gene muta¬ 
tion that causes it. 

The treatment process 
being tested by ACT worked 
in animals by creating an 
abundance of new RPE cells, 
which are the first cells to die 
off in Stargardt’s and other 
forms of macular degenera¬ 
tion.

Pfizer anti-smoking drug 
has heart risks: US 


CHANTIX 

(menidine)mus 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
regulators said Thursday that 
the label on Pfizer's anti¬ 
smoking drug Chantix must 
be changed to warn of a 
slightly higher risk of heart 
problems in patients who al¬ 
ready have cardiovascular 
disease. 

The drug, also known as 
varenicline, was shown in a 
clinical trial of 700 smokers 
to be associated with an ele¬ 
vated risk of heart attack, 
angina, and clogged arteries 
in some patients when com¬ 


pared to a 
placebo. 

"The pre¬ 
scribing infor¬ 
mation for this 
drug product 
will be 

strengthened 
to inform the 
public that use 
of varenicline 
may be associ¬ 
ated with a 
small, in¬ 

creased risk of 
certain cardio¬ 
vascular adverse events in pa¬ 
tients who have 

cardiovascular disease," the 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion said. 

FDA has ordered the drug- 
maker to "conduct a large, 
combined analysis (meta¬ 
analysis) of randomized, 
placebo-controlled trials" and 
will update the public once 
that is complete. 

Earlier this year, some 
1,200 plaintiffs in the United 
States who claim Chantix 


causes depression or suicidal 
thoughts filed lawsuits 
against Pfizer. 

The drug is approved in al¬ 
most 90 countries around the 
world and used by some 
seven million Americans. 

If Chantix is found to be 
dangerous it could be with¬ 
drawn from the US market, 
where sales have suffered 
since alleged links to depres¬ 
sion and suicide mushroomed 
last year.

Conversations with....Aruba tourism legend Wally Wiggins 
The beginnings....

There are a select few who re¬ 
member the days when there 
was not a single resort in the 
Eagle Beach “Low-rise” area, 
and when someone told their 
travel agent they wanted to 
book a vacation to Aruba, the 
response was “Where is 
that???” 

This was what NY lawyer 
Walter J. Wiggins encountered 
after reading about the island 
in Frommer’s “Caribbean on 
$5 per day” and saw an ad stat¬ 
ing he could fly to Aruba for 
only $135 round-trip from 
New York; children under 12 
half price, under 3 for free. He 
did a little research, decided it 
was a great deal, and requested 
his travel agent to book 2 
weeks over the Christmas ho¬ 
lidays 1965. 

To his great dismay, he dis¬ 
covered just a short while be¬ 
fore being due to depart, that 
his travel agent could find no 
accommodations for him, ho¬ 
tels were scarce at that time, so 
had instead arranged for him to 
vacation in Jamaica, without

consulting him first. 

As history testifies, Wally 
Wiggins is not a person who 
readily accepts defeat; he was 
determined to take his family 
to Aruba on vacation, so he 
began investigating on his own 
how to make it happen. Se¬ 
veral phone calls led him to a 
single representative of the is¬ 
land for the NY area, and from 
there he discovered that a num¬ 
ber of island residents offered 
visitors a place to stay in their 
homes, so they may discover 
“Dushi Aruba,” and its hos¬ 
pitable people. 

Wally and his family were 
to stay with Rudy Arends, 
whose family owned the 
Exxon station at the end of 
Oranjestad’s main street. “I 
spoke with him while he was 
in the U.S., and he readily 
agreed to take us in as his 
guests.” A midnight flight to 
Puerto Rico with a now nonex¬ 
istent airline left him, his wife 
and 4 children to try and make 
themselves as comfortable as 
possible while waiting in the

P/R airport for the 8:00 AM 
KLM flight to Aruba. Was all 
this worth it? Wally insists “ab¬ 
solutely,” as from the moment 
he landed, he discovered what 
makes the island so special to 
all those that have made it their 
annual vacation destination. 

Rudy Arends met the fa¬ 
mily at the airport, and before 
taking them to his house, first 
took them on a tour around the 
island, proudly showing off his 
homeland. “I figured we would 
all be stuck in some attic room 
somewhere,” recalls Wally. “It 
was a great surprise for us 
when we finally pulled up to 


this beautiful home with a 
swimming pool; the kids ab¬ 
solutely loved it.” His oldest 
son, Marcus, who was 12 at 
the time, eventually made 
Aruba his permenant home. 

After 2 weeks on the island, 
Wally was determined to build 
a vacation home on Aruba. 
“Not many people know how 
deeply involved I was in the 
Civil Rights Movement,” he 
explains. “I met with Bobby 
Kennedy and Martin Luther 
King. We were witnessing 
such terrible things in the US 
because of race, and here was 
this paradise where all the co¬ 
lors lived together in perfect 
harmony. It was important to 
me that my children could 
grow up in this environment; I 
wanted them to live with this 


unquestioning attitude of 
equality among people, no 
matter their color or creed.” 

Wally was thrilled to dis¬ 
cover the Aruban government 
would give him a 60 year 
lease for a piece of land on 
which he could build a house 
for only $100 per year; he 
found the exact spot he 
wanted, but was informed 
that area was reserved for ho¬ 
tels only. “Well, I figured I 
then better build a hotel. At 
that time there was only Talk 
of the Town, Basi Ruti, two 
tiny places, and the Royal 
Carib in Palm Beach; if I 
could get 19 friends to in¬ 
vest, we could put up a 20 
room resort, so I came to an 
agreement with the govern¬ 
ment of Aruba to do that, with 
an additional 20 rooms to be 
added within 5 years. 

Wally found his investors 
and after many frustrations 
and snafus, he and friends 
celebrated at their beachfront 
bar the official opening of the 
Divi Beach Resort on July 19, 
1969, a date he will always 
remember, because he found 
everyone had suddenly de¬ 
serted him to watch the lone 
TV in the lobby. Astronaut 
Neil Armstrong was telling 
the world “One small step for 
(a) man, one giant leap for 
mankind:” one cannot help 
but see the parable with the 
opening of this one tiny resort 
that eventually led to 11 re¬ 
sorts on 9 islands.. .and 6 Divi 
properties and a major casino 
on Aruba today, but we are get¬ 
ting ahead of the story. 

Wally still maintained his 
law practice, commuting back 
and forth between Ithaca, N. Y. 
and Aruba “whenever there 
was a crisis.” While the hotel 
was under construction, he de¬ 
cided he better leam something 
about the hospitality business, 
and fortunately, he had the top 
hotel school in the U.S., Cor¬ 
nell University, close by, so he 
took some courses. “The first 
thing I learned was if you build 
a hotel with 20 rooms you are 
going to go bankrupt; so I fi¬ 
gured we better start on the 40 
as soon as possible.” He cre¬ 
dits a Dutch bank with making 
his dream a reality, as he could 
not secure financing after 


scouring the region and apply¬ 
ing to every local financial in¬ 
stitution. 

Within two years the Divi 
Beach Resort was showing a 
profit; Wally credits his Mar¬ 
keting Manager Jean Lynch 
with their success and his idea 
of recruiting the few hoteliers 
on Aruba, including Ike Cohen, 
who had opened the Manchebo 
while Divi was under construc¬ 
tion, in pooling their financial 
resources to market Aruba, 
rather than competing to sell 
their individual resorts. This 
sowed the seeds for the Aruba 
Hotel and Tourism Association, 
AHATA, of which Ike was the 
first President, and a pubic/pri¬ 
vate partnership of marketing 
which has long been the suc¬ 
cessful foundation for estab¬ 
lishing Aruba as a popular 
vacation destination. “We just 
had to get the people to come 
here; there were so few places 
to stay at the time- we would 
do well, was my thinking.” 

Astute management under 
the legendary Roger Coster, 
another icon of Aruba’s 
tourism industry, made the 
Divi Beach Resort one of the 
most popular and profitable on 
Aruba, resulting in enviable 
expansion, though the resort 
maintained that intimate 
“home away from home” feel¬ 
ing for its guests to this day.

Aruba Monetary Policy 
for the month of June 
2011 


ORANJESTAD - During the 
meeting of its Monetary Pol¬ 
icy Committee (MPC) of 
May 31, 2011, the Centrale 
Bank van Aruba (CBA) con¬ 
cluded that the current re¬ 
serve requirement rate of 11 
percent and the advance rate 
percentage of 1 percent is ad¬ 
equate, based upon available 
economic data. 

In its evaluation, The 
MPC took into consideration 
Aruba’s net foreign assets po¬ 
sition, which increased fur¬ 
ther in April 2011 (+2.6 
percent), and continues on a 
stable path since the begin¬ 
ning of the year. Based on the 
current available information, 
the CBA expects this devel¬ 
opment to persist for the re¬ 
mainder of 2011, with 
positive projections in terms 
of foreign direct investment 
(FDI) inflows and tourism re¬ 
ceipts, and the renewed acti¬ 


vity in the oil sector. 

Net domestic assets on the 
other hand continued to be 
troubled by weak credit de¬ 
mand. Aggregate outstanding 
credit at the commercial 
banks contracted by 0.9 per¬ 
cent in comparison to De¬ 
cember 2010, predominantly 
due to declines in consumer 
credit and business loans, 
which fell by, respectively, 
2.1 percent and 1.8 percent. 
Other indicators included in 
MPC’s assessment are the de¬ 
velopments in inflation and 
liquidity in the banking sec¬ 
tor, which all remained 
within a range that the CBA 
considers acceptable. 

The CBA will continue to 
closely monitor the develop¬ 
ments in the economic and 
monetary fundamentals. The 
next meeting of the MPC is 
scheduled for July 6, 2011. 


US stocks rise on 
hopes of Greek fix 


NEW YORK (AFP) - US 
stocks rose Friday amid 
hopes that Europe was on its 
way to containing the Greek 
debt crisis and after the re¬ 
lease of positive data on the 
US economy. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average climbed 42.84 
points (0.36 percent) to 
12,004.36 in closing trade. 

The broader S&P 500 
index rose 3.86 points (0.30 
percent) to 1,271.50, while 
the tech-heavy Nasdaq Com¬ 
posite fell 7.22 points (0.28 
percent) to 2,616.48. 


Markets rallied in early 
trading after German Chan¬ 
cellor Angela Merkel and 
French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy urged swift action on 
a new Greek rescue package, 
but share prices came down 
later in the day. 

’’There is a little trepida¬ 
tion going into the weekend 
given the issues coming out 
of Greece and concerns that 
there may not be a near-term 
resolution,” said Owen Fitz¬ 
patrick, head of US equities 
for Deutsche Bank.

Global recovery at risk: 

IMF 


SAO PAULO,Brazil; (AFP) - 
A fragile global economic re¬ 
covery could falter unless Eu¬ 
rope averts sovereign defaults, 
the United States gets its fiscal 
house in order and emerging 
economies prevent overheat¬ 
ing, the IMF warned Friday. 

"There are very clear risks 
to the recovery,” the Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund’s re¬ 
search director, Olivier 
Blanchard, said in Sao Paulo 
as he presented the Fund's lat¬ 
est update to its the world eco¬ 
nomic outlook. 

The IMF lowered its 2011 
growth forecast a notch, pro¬ 
jecting an annual rate of 4.3 
percent, a tenth of a point lower 
than it had forecasted two 
months ago. Global inflation 
was forecast at 4.0 percent. 

Blanchard said: "The global 
recovery continues, but the 
road to health is a long one and 
there is no time to relax.” 


"Greater-than-anticipated 
weakness in US activity and 
renewed financial volatility 
from concerns about the depth 
of fiscal challenges in the euro 
area periphery pose greater 
downside risks,” it said, updat¬ 
ing its April economic, finan¬ 
cial and budgetary reports. 

Blanchard was especially 
alarmed at the situation in the 
eurozone, where Greece was 
tottering on the precipice of 
sovereign default, causing jit¬ 
ters in other weaker economies 
in the region. 

The IMF report stressed 
that the European Union has 
little time left to resolve sover¬ 
eign debt problems, amid ris¬ 
ing concerns among investors 
and the public. 

Blanchard did not identify 
specific countries at risk, but 
appeared to be alluding to at 
least China and Brazil, both of 
which have seen inflation 


spike in recent months. 

Meanwhile in the United 
States, growth has "disap¬ 
pointed” since the beginning of 
the year, the IMF said. 

The world's biggest econ¬ 
omy was projected to expand by 
2.5 percent this year, down from 
the 2.8 percent estimate in April 
and 3.0 percent in January. 

The US slowdown was "in 
part due to transitory factors — 
including higher commodity 
prices, bad weather, and sup¬ 
ply chain disruptions from the 
Japanese earthquake on US 
manufacturing,” the IMF ex¬ 
plained. 

For Japan, "we now predict 
negative growth for 2011... 
While US and Japanese growth 
was less than previously ex¬ 
pected, the 17-nation eurozone 
result surprised, mainly thanks 
to "more upbeat investment in 
Germany and France.” 


Britain plans to hike public sector 
retirement age to 66 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
The British government Friday 
unveiled plans to raise the re¬ 
tirement age for most public 
sector workers by six years to 
66 and make them pay more to¬ 
wards their pensions, provok¬ 
ing fury from trade unions. 

Chief Secretary to the 
Treasury Danny Alexander, a 
senior minister in the finance 
ministry, warned state workers 
that it would be a "colossal 
mistake” to spurn the govern¬ 
ment's pensions deal. 

"Our offer is by far the best 
that is likely to be on the table 
for years to come,” he said in a

speech in London. 

Alexander added that it was 
"unjustifiable to ask the tax¬ 
payer to work longer and pay 
more so that public sector 
workers can retire earlier and 
receive more themselves.” 

The issue is one of the main

on June 30 which is expected to 
start a wave of industrial action.

Brawl lowers the tone at 
Ascot

ASCOT (AFP) - An un- 
seemly punch-up at the Royal 
Ascot races triggered con¬ 
cerns Friday that the pinnacle 
of English high society was 
becoming over-run with vul¬ 
gar ’’riff-raff’. 

With Queen Elizabeth II in 
attendance, an ugly brawl 
erupted at the prestigious 
racecourse Thursday, with 
drunk punters swinging fists, 
table legs and even £100 
($160, 115-euro) bottles of 
champagne at each other. 

On Ladies’ Day, others 
looked on with horror — and 
some with amusement — as a 
gang of men in suits and ties 
did battle on the lawn by a 
Victorian bandstand. 

Pictures of the shambles 
were splashed across several 
newspapers, many of which 
questioned whether the at¬ 
mosphere of Ascot was being 
tarnished by ”a less distin¬ 
guished breed of racegoer”. 


Besides the bloodshed, 
celebrity vice girls, men covered 
in tattoos and women baring 
plenty of flesh were in evidence. 

Royal Ascot even has a 
drugs honesty box this year, 
whereby racegoers can drop 
off heroin, crack and other il¬ 
licit substances as they enter 
the racecourse to avoid falling 
foul of the no-drugs policy. 

’’For 300 years, it has been 
the highlight of the summer 
calendar for the well-off and 
well-connected,” said the 
Daily Mail newspaper. 

’’But these days, it seems, 
the enclosures and stands of 
Royal Ascot are becoming in¬ 
creasingly popular with a 
much less distinguished 
breed of racegoer.” 

Veteran BBC racing com¬ 
mentator Peter O’Sullevan 
was quoted as saying the tat¬ 
toos and bare flesh were ’’dis¬ 
respectful — not just to the 
queen, but to the horses.”

Fighter fails to appear for deposition - lawyer 


LAS VEGAS (AFP) - A 
lawyer for Filipino fighter 
Manny Pacquiao says rival 
Floyd Mayweather jnr failed 
to appear for a court-ordered 
deposition in Pacquiao’s 
defamation suit against the 
American fighter. 

Attorney Daniel Petrocelli 
said Mayweather didn’t show 


up on Friday to provide 
sworn testimony. 

Mayweather’s attorneys 
had argued that he needed to 
concentrate on training for his 
September 17 fight against 
Victor Ortiz. 

Pacquiao sued May¬ 
weather over statements from 
Mayweather and others in his 


camp accusing Pacquiao of 
taking performance-enhanc¬ 
ing drugs. 

On May 31, Pacquiao set¬ 
tled his defamation lawsuit 
against Oscar de la Hoy a and 
his Golden Boy promotions 
chief Richard Schaefer. 

Under the terms of that 
settlement, de la Hoya and 


Schaefer issued a statement 
and apology to Pacquiao, say¬ 
ing they ’’never intended to 
claim that Manny Pacquiao 
has used or is using any per¬ 
formance enhancing drugs, 
and further state that we do 
not have any evidence what¬ 
soever of such use.” 

Pacquiao has never tested 


positive for performance-en¬ 
hancing drugs, and in his 
original 2009 lawsuit he 
claimed that Mayweather, his 
father Floyd Snr and uncle 
Roger along with de la Hoya 
and Schaefer ’’conducted a 
campaign in a set of inter¬ 
views to make people think 
he used them.”
